Formerly there were only two 
or three positive identifications 
of criminals a year, says Oliver 
Borland, chief identification offi- 
cer, who helped, adapt the ma- 
chine. Witnesses had to thumb 
through thousands of pictures to’ 
identify wanted criminals. |
